... A former CIA technicians asserted today that a 
new lie detection technique has shown that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
telling the truth when he denied killing President Kennedy in 
1963* George O'Toole, who worked as a CIA computer specialist, 
said that the technique not only ypheld Oswald's denial, but 
also has cast doubt on the truthfulness of several witnesses* 
who appeared before the warren Commission. He told a news 
conference that his use of a new kind of lie cfefcector called 
the psychological stress evaluator led him to conclude that 
the Warren Commission erred in deciding that Oswald acted 
alone. One of his assertions was that some present and former 
members of the Dallas police force who arrested and interrogated 
Oswald apparently made misstatements. He also asserted that 
similar analysis also called into question the testimony of 
a key witness to the murder, Howard Brennan, who told the 
Warren Commission that he saw a man in a sixth floor window of 
the Texas School Book Depository building fire a shot at 
Kennedy. Brennan, who was originally unable to pick Oswald 
out of a police lineup, later identified him as the man in 
the window.

In an interview published last summer, convicted Watergate 
ourglar Frank Sturgis, alias Fiorini, MaxxsBipisyK&xfey who was 
employee, by the uIA in the Bay of Figs operation, charged that 
Howard Hunt had become the laughing stock of the Miami Cuban 
community for failing in a mission, to assassinate Castro.

C i.oole explained that stress is a necessary but not 
sufficient condition of lying, but the absence of stress "is a 
significant condition oj. truthfulness. Lloyd Hitchcock, presented 
c-s a polygraph expert, said that unless Oswald was suffering from 
a psych opathol ogi cal condition that made him ignorant of his own 
actions, the absence of stress in his voice showed he did not 
shoot anyone. And since Oswald's voice showed stress in other 
areas, Hitchcock ruled out the possibility Oswald was a’ patho- 
logical liar.

According to O'Toole, the PSE can accurately assess stress 
i actors from tape recordings. It has analyzed voice patterns 
in eight foreign languages, including Yietnames, and is 
currently said to be in use in Stockton, Calif., Camden County, 
II.

O'Toole, who called the news conference this morning to 
announce publication of a book on his findings, said there is 
additional evidence of a conspiracy to frame Oswald with the 
John Kennedy assassination.
